This is especially true of 
hogs. 
in cold weather, when all 
witter left in troughs or other 
receptacles Is likely to freeze. 
the animals do not have the op­ 
portunity to drink as much as 
they otherwise would. 
Professor Deitrich, formerly of 
the Illinois Agricultural > ollege, 
found in conducting a series of 
experiments 
in 
feeding swine 
that a sufficient amount of wa­ 
ter is a very important consider­ 
ation in securing the largest re­ 
turns from the feed consumed 
by hogs. 
Ile found that often­ 
times in securing the best re­ 
sults in the feeding of hogs it 
was necessary to encourage the 
consummation 
of 
the 
proper 
amount of water by supplying 
some of the food in liquid form. 
Those who 
are 
feeding hogs 
through the winter season should 
bear in mind that the supplying 
of a source of pure, clean water 
at the proper temperature is of 
the greatest importance. 
Per­ 
haps in many cases it will be 
desirable to supply a part of the 
water in the form of xvarm slop 
feeds. 
A feed cooker for the 
cooking of feeds has little eco­
